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Love One Another 

Thirteenth Sunday After Trinity. 

“A new commandment I give unto 
you, that ye love one another; even 
as I have loved you, that ye love 
one another. By this all men know 
that ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another.” John 13:34-35. 

Yes this is a new commandment. 
It commands a new kind of love. 
Christ says, “Love one another as I 
have loved you.” This is entirely 
different from the love among human 
beings that is dependent upon the 
object of the love for motivation. 
Human beings love those people that 
please them. There is in this an ele¬ 
ment of selfishness. It is the pretty 
face or the fine figure or the pleasant 
nature or some othér personal quality 
that arouses and sustains the love. But 
in Chrisfs love to us it is a result of 
His loving nature. His is an entirely 
unselfish love. 

This love that he here commands 
is of a b etter kind and a larger 
amount than what human beings 
usually call love. It is to be, he says, 
“As I have loved you.” That indicates 
both the amount and the quality. 

Such love cannot be acted or pre- 
tended. Its presence is evidence of a 
new kind of life. The Christian be- 
comes partaker of divine nature. “If 
any man be in Christ he is a new crea- 
ture; Old things are passed away; 
behold all things are become new.” 
God brings about a change in the 
heart of those who become his dis¬ 
ciples. He has promised, “A new 
heart also will I give you and a new 
spirit will I put within you . . .” Ezk. 
36:26. And when he is permitted to 
fulfill this promise it shows itself in 
a new life of love. It is a renewal of 
the image of God which shows itself 
in love because “God is love.” 

“By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples . . .” How about 
you? Can others recognize you as a 
child of God by the love you have 
for the other Christians? Tertullian 
writes that the heathen in the early 
days of the Christian Church were 
astounded by what they saw in the 
Christians and said “Behold how they 
love one another and how they are 
ready to die for each other.” This was 
a sharp contrast to their own lives 
because Tertullian says of them that 
they hated each other and sought to 
kili each other. 

The word of God is emphatic in 
showing the distinctiveness of Chris¬ 
tian love. A true Christian is con- 
cerned about the physical and eternal 
welfare of others. This love is what 
the world needs so desperately today. 
And this love must come to the world 
through the Christians. “Hereby per- 
ceive we the love of God because He 
laid down his life for us; and we 
ought to lay down our lives for the 
brethern. But whoso hath this world’s 
good and seeeth his brother in need 
and shutteth up his bowels of com- 
passion from him, how dwelleth the 
love of God in him? My little chil¬ 
dren, let us not love in word neither 
in tongue; but in deed and in truth.” 
I Jn. 3:17-18. 

Let us heed the admonition John 
gives us, “Let us love one another for 
love is of God; and every one that 
loveth is born of God and knoweth 
God. He that loveth not knoweth not 
God for God is love.” I Jn. 4:7-8. We 
get an idea what it should look like 
when we read from I Cor. 13, “Love 
suffereth long and is kind: love en- 
vieth not; love vaunteth not itself; 
is not puffed up; does not behave 
itself unseemly, seeketh not her own, 
is not provoked.” This is the way your 
life should look to your fellow men. 
Then will they know that you have 
been with Jesus. —J- S. S.

C.L.B.I. GROWS 

Where God guides, He provides. 
There has been much evidence of this 
truth in the history of the Canadian 
Lutheran Bible Institute. Its home is 
in Camrose, Alberta, where it began 
to serve nearly fourteen years ago 
under the Deanship of Rev. Paul Ny- 
holm. The school opened in rented 
quarters which were used nntil the 
need of a building of our own was 
very evident. An excellent site was 
provided, a good-sized plot of ground, 
on which the present building was 
erected in 1940. It contains two class- 
rooms, library and dean’s study on 
the ground floor, kitchen and dining 
room in the basement, and girls’ dor- 
mitory on the second floor. 

Truly God has answered the pray¬ 
ers of His children in providing this 
Bible School. Many are they who turn 
to Him in gratitude for the good 
things received in fellowship and 
study of the Bible here. Much heart 
searching and humble prayer have 
accompanied directing of the work 
and growth of the school, and we are 
grateful for the faithful service of the 
board members and teachers who 
have accepted responsibilities. God 
has led, step by step. He has provided 
the men and the means for each step 
forward. 

The men who have served as dean 
have contributed much, often under 
trying conditions, to the Lord’s work. 
Rev. Nyholm, Rev. G. M. Trygstad 
and Rev. C. A. Bernhardson are re- 
membered with thanks to God for 
their unselfish devotion. The latter 
has served since before the building 
of the school was begun. Due to ill- 
health he found it necessary this sum¬ 
mer to resign as dean, but his interest 
in the C.L.B.I. continues, as does that 
of others who have served at the 
school. 

It has been felt that God’s purpose 
would better be fulfilled if all the 
dean’s time could be devoted to the 
C.L.B.I., since until now the dean has 
served the school in a part-time ca- 
pacity. Accordingly, a call was ex- 
tended to Rev. A. M. Vinge of Cam¬ 
rose to serve as full-time dean. He 
has been led by God to accept the 
call. 

The school has long felt the lack of 
a boys’ dormitory. At a recent special 
meeting of the C.L.B.I., the decision 
was made to erect on the grounds a 
building which would supply this 
need and also provide the necessary j

FALSE TEACHERS 

False teachers in our congrega¬ 
tions! Who are they and what do 
they teach? 

Here is one. Sunday forenoon prob- 
ably finds him prostrated on his 
couch devoted to his newspapers, 
stored up through the week. By ex- 
ample and general attitude this father 
of the house who should “bring up 
his children in the nurture and admon¬ 
ition of the Lord” (Eph. 6:4) teaches 
and testifies instead that the Word 
of God is unimportant; and apt pupils 
in the school of his home are fast 
learning. His habitual absence from 
worship in his congregation, the regu- 
lar absence of Bible reading in his 
home, his occasional self-justifying 
slur on “good church people,” com- 
prise the catechism which his sons 
and daughters learn better than the 
one Christian teachers try to instruct 
them in during their irregular atten- 
dance. Are you surprised that his 
teen-age Johnny spent God’s money 
for some of the devil’s cheap litera- 
ture, for reading on the Lord’s day? 
Why blame little Willie for getting 
so taken up with the “funnies” that 
he sometimes misses Sunday School? 
This false teacfier has their blood on 
his hands. 

God meant Baptism to be the be- 
ginning of a Christian life that should 
grow and mature through “teaching 
them to observe whatsoever I have 
commanded you.” But instead of 
making baptism an incentive for tea¬ 
ching, these herefics in practice make 
it a pillow for neglect, thus starving 
the young spiritual life to death and 
bringing dishonor to the Sacrament. 

Many practic'51 heresies rob con- 
firmation of its blessings. Some elders 
who should help the younger have a 
man-made, devil-inspired tradition 
which teaches the “just confirmed” 
that confirmation is the end of watch- 
ful and prayerful Christian living. 
Now the catechism can be thrown 
away, the Bible laid aside, for they 
are ready for their fling in the world. 
Add to this the demoralizing attitude 
that the confirmation promise can 
never be kept and the stage is set 
for soul murder. 

But what about false teachers, 
ordinarily understood? They would 
not get to first base if the way had 
not been prepared for them by false 
teachers in home and congregation. If 
our careless Lutheran people repent 
and live out their Lutheran Bible doc- 
trine in consecrated lives, these pro- 
selyters would stand disarmed, and 
strongholds of Satan would yield un¬ 
der the impact. —A. K. H.

$80,000 is the goal which has been 
set for the building of this home. And 
when our people realize how much 
it is going to mean in the lives of many 
who grow old to know that the 
Church is concerned about them, we 
are sure that they will want to make 
their gifts more than generous. It is 
very much as it should be that the 
Church is interested in the Aged, and 
that it does something to provide ade- 
quate care for them. Possibly more 
should have been done earlier, but 
the present Appeal is a definite 
opportunity for transferring inte.rest 
and concern for the Aged into action. 
It’s simply an attempt to do what the 
Lord of the Church would have us do 
for those who grow old.

-baade i hans ord og hans handling.

Vi har grunn til aa sørge over 
og bekjenne for Gud at det ikke staar 
bedre til blant oss kristne. 

Men hvor der er levende kristen¬ 
dom, der er det ogsaa innbyrdes 
kjærlighet, og vi takker Gud for de 
utslag den gir seg i livet.

FRA SEATTLE TIL NAKNEK 
I Vancouver, Seattle, Anchorage og 
Naknek. 

“Gaa derfor ut og gjør folk til dis- 
ciple .... Jeg er med eder alle dage.” 
(Matt. 28:19-20.) 

Vi er i sandhet gla over at Gud har 
kaldt os til at bli Hans budbærere i 
Alaska. Og løftet som følger Jesu mis- 
jonsbefaling gir os frimodighet i 
gjerningen. Uten Ham kan vi intet 
gjøre hverken i Alaska eller endre 
steder. Men naar Han er med os— 
hvad er der da at være ræd for? 

Det var tungt at si farvel til vore 
venner i Bawlf, Alberta. De var blitt 
saa kjære for os mens vi opholdt os 
der. Vi maatte ogsaa si farvel til vore 
nærmeste slægtninge. Vi var allikevel 
gla i forvisningen om at Gud vil bruke 
os for sin saks fremme i Alaska.

Efter at ha raadført mig med 
pastor B. T. Garbrielsen i Seattle blev 
vi enige om at reise med fly. Vi forlot 
Seattle den 25de april og kom til An¬ 
chorage om kvelden. 

Mens vi var i Vancouver hadde vi 
den glæde at kunne besøke min hus¬ 
trus forældre, Mr. og Mrs. J. Ander¬ 
son, som hadde tat ophold der siste 
vinter. Vi maa ogsaa nævne Mrs. G. F. 
Williams, en av Andersons venner, 
som tog os til sit hjem hvor vi blev 
behandlet som om vi var medlemmer 
av familien. Vi takker Gud for denne 
gjæstfrihet og vi ber om Guds vel¬ 
signelse for Mrs. Williams. Der er 
mange fra Saskatchewan og Alberta 
som for i Vancouver og New West¬ 
minster. Blandt disse var der flere 
kjendte som vi besøkte i deres hjem. 
I Vancouver talte jeg ved to gud¬ 
stjenester i First Lutheran Church, 
hvor pastor A. H. Solheim er prest. 
Vi deltok ogsaa ved et Luther League 
møte en kveld. Gud velsignet os ved 
disse anledninger og ved andre gud¬ 
stjenester hvor vi fik høre pastor Sol¬ 
heim. Vi blev ogsaa indbudt av pastor 
Cornelsen til at tale i hans kirke i 
New Westminster. Det var interes¬ 
sant at besøke Nidaros menighet og 
vi kjendte Guds nærhet ogsaa der. 
Fik ogsaa anledning til at tale i The 
Augustana Church, hvor pastor Olsen 
hjalp til at gjøre det til en “Alaska- 
kveld” ved at læse et brev han hadde 
faat fra en ven i Alaska. Vi hadde og¬ 
saa velsignede husmøter hos Mr. og 
Mrs. B. Nyen og Mrs. Brudvig. 

Før vi reiste med fly fra Seattle 
mødte vi mange av Alaskamisjonens 
venner der. Den store venlighet vi 
blev vist i Denny Park menighet var 
en inspirasjon. Gud har ved pastor 
Gabrielsen gjort store ting i denne 
menighet i Seattle. 

Da vi ikke før hadde reist i fly var 
vi ikke svært begeistret for flyvetur- 
en. Det var en skuffelse at vi ikke 
kunde se mere av landskapet. Det var 
mest skyer og hav vi fik se. Vi fik dog 
se mange sneklædte fjeldtoppe og 
dette var et vakkert syn. I Juneau 
skiftet vi ind paa et fly som var meget 
mere komfortabelt end det første. 
Det var en regnfuld dag saa vi ikke 
fik se andet end f jeldtoppene. Efter 
10 timers flyvning fra Seattle naadde 
vi frem til Anchorage og hadde da 
tilbakelagt 1200 mil. Dette var tors¬ 


dag den 25de april. Vi maatte vente 
til den 27de før vi fik enledning til at 
reise videre med et andet fly til Nak¬ 
nek. 

Mens vi ventet i Anchorage besøkte 
vi pastor og Mrs. Odegaard. Vi skal 
aldrig glemme deres venlighet mot 
os. De kjørte os rundt byen og den 
meget vakre omegen, som blir endda 
mere fager naar trær og græs grøn¬ 
nes. Menigheten i Anchorage er nu 
ifærd med at bygge sin egen kirke. 

Paa flyveturen fra Anchorage kun¬ 
de vi se kystlinjen som saa ut som et 
vakkert maleri. Fjeldtoppene var 
snehvite og i det straalende solskin 
tok det haardt paa øinene at se ned 
paa sneen. Men de storslagne omgiv¬ 
elser mindet os sterkt om Skaperens 
herlighet og magt. 

Vi kom saa ned paa en flyveplass 
som er ca. 9 mil fra Naknek. Herfra 
fløi vi i en liten “Cub Coupe” som 
bare tok en passager hver gang. Fra 
dette fly kunde jeg se elvene rundt 
Naknek. Landskapet syntes meget 
øde og uten vegetasjon. Men befolk¬ 
ningen tjener sit levebrød ved fiskeri 
og “trapping”. Levestandarden kan 
være lidt lavere end i staterne—men 
der er ingen mangel paa god og nær¬ 
ende mat. 

Mr. og Mrs. Oscar Brown, som har 
git et kapel og et to-værelser hus til 
Landsforbundet mødte os i Naknek. 
De gav os straks følelsen at vi i var 
blandt venner. De presenterte os for 
flere av befolkningen samme dags 
eftermiddag—og det var meget in¬ 
teressant at faa besøke mange av 
deres hjem. Vi erfarte den store vel¬ 
signelse av kristelig broderaand i 
samværet og samarbeidet med Mr. og 
Mrs. Brown. Maa Gud velsigne dem i 
fremtiden og gi dem naade til at ut¬ 
rette store ting for Guds rike. 

Vi har nu begyndt med arbeidet 
her. Maa Gud gi os naade til at bli 
Hans trofaste vidner.

In all likelihood 
you fear sudden death more than any- 
thing else. It would prevent you from 
repenting at the very last. But that is 
not the greatest danger, says Jesus. 
For God can ward off sudden death. 
But there is one danger that He can¬ 
not ward off from you. The Bible 
calls it hardening of the heart. This 
refers to the cumulative, though 
quiet, effect that seeing the light 
without yielding to it has upon your 
soul. Hardening of the heart means 
that you harden yourself against your 
conscience, that you have convictions 
without following them. 5y so doing 
you first lose your capacity for fol¬ 
lowing your convictions and then your 
faculty for possessing a conviction. 
When the latter state is reached, Al- 
mighty God himself has no way of 
helping you. Why are you unconvert- 
ed today? Because there was always 
something hindering you, something 
which prevented you from following 
your conviction. Why do you not re- 
pent today? There is not a great deal 
that is keeping you from doing so. 
But these little things are enough to 
keep you from following your convic¬ 
tions. Have I not already hardened 
my heart, some one may ask? No, 
your fear of this shows that the Spirit 
of God is still at work within you.

Mrs. Bergum’s paper was read by 
Mrs. Westberg. It dealth with power which, 
as referred to in the Bible, means spiritual 
power. “Walking in Unity with God” was de- 
veloped by Mrs. O. P. Larson, and “Walking 
in Obedience with God” was discussed by Mrs.. 
G. Hoyme. The officers were re-elected with 
Mrs. O. P. Larson as president. Mrs. G. Hend¬ 
rickson, WMF president of Canada District, 
gave a short talk on taking God with us in 
all our undertakings. It was voted to give 
half of the collection to the twenty-fifth an¬ 
niversary of the WMF. Mrs. T. T. Jevne re- 
minded every aid to send their $5.00 for the 
Bible woman and $1.00 for expenses. There 
were 17 delegates and 75 visitors. The collec¬ 
tion was $29.64.
